APPLICANT IN REF "A" AND WHO HAD A SISTER IN THE US THUS QUALIFYING 
HER AND THE SUBJECT UNDER CAT I. 

2. DANG THI THU CUC, IN THE MEANTIME, APPLIED FOR ENTRANCE INTO 
CANADA AND HER APPLICATION IS IN ADVANCE PROCESSING FOR THAT 
COUNTRY. NOW THAT SHE IS NO LONGER AN ACTIVE APPLICANT FOR 
REFUGEE STATUS UNDER EPP, THIS LEAVES THE SUBJECT WITHOUT ANY 
QUALIFYING RELATIVE IN THE US. 

3. THE DEPARTMENT WILL NOTE THAT THE SUBJECT BELONGS TO THE 
HUDSON 47 GROUP AND THAT THE EMBASSY, WITH THE DEPARTMENT'S 
CONCURRENCE, GAVE A GUARANTEE TO THE PHILIPPINE GOVERNMENT THAT 
ALL OF THE HUDSON 47 GROUP WILL BE RESETTLED OUTSIDE OF THE 
PHILIPPINES. FOR THIS REASON, THE EMBASSY RECOMMENDS THAT THE 
DEPARTMENT (A) CONCUR IN QUALIFYING SUBJECT UNDER CAT IV AND 

(B) CONFIRM THAT SUBJECT CAN PROCEED TO HER SPONSOR IN THE US 
AS AUTHORIZED IN REF "B".
